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TAKE ME TO YOUR TOFU, 
BEAN NICE TALKING TO YOU 
In response to last week's article 

by Jennifer Contreras, I have to dis- 
agree with much of the opinion pre- 
sented. It is my experience and belief 
that eating healthy, vegetarian, yea 
even vegan is much less expensive 
than eating a diet that includes meat. 
It’s less money at the grocery check 
out and the cafeteria line and it’s also 
less costly to the environment, the 
health care system and our social 
milieu. The “poor Afro-American 
family... the Mexican farmers... and 
the under-privileged families in the 
South” can’t afford meat, they are 
already living on beans and rice, 
corn tortillas and onions if they're 
lucky. It’s only here in the so-called 
civilized world that we have so 
much meat in our diets. And that 
over-priced vegan ice cream is an 
indulgence of the foolish, nota 
necessity for the hungry. 

First of all, it costs much less to 
buy a pound of dry beans than a 
pound of beef, and you'll get more 
nutrition per dollar for the beans. 

In restaurants, quite often the veg- 
etarian choice is less expensive than 
the meaty alternative. Simple cost 
accounting, the meat costs more 
than the beans and cheese. 

There’s also all the hidden, extra- 
neous costs to meat production, It 
takes ten times more land and water 
to produce a pound of beef than it 
does to produce a pound of beans. 

Then consider the health costs. We 
know now that a diet high in red 
meat, increases the incidence of vari- 
ous types of cancer, including colon 
cancer. The fats in the meat, the bar- 
becue toxins, the hormones in the 
animals, the preservatives, pollu- 
tants and pathogens all contribute to 
poorer health and shorter life 
expectancies for meat eaters. You 
could translate these effects into dol- 
lars by calculating days of work 
missed and health care costs. (And 
what about the continuing costs of 
buying new, bigger pants every year 
‘cause your belly’s so big from con- 
suming all that animal fat?) 

Comparing the cost of a healthy 
diet with a 49 cent mcfatsoysaw- 
dustbeef burger is a spurious and 
stupid argument. No thinking per- 
son would confuse junk food with 
real food. McDonald's fare isn’t even 
real food. It’s negative nutrition. It 
costs you health to eat it. Like soft 
drinks, there’s no nutritional value 
and serious negative health effects 
from consuming them. 

And don't forget the social impli- 
cations of fast food - South American 
beef produced on marginal agricul- 
tural land for McD, instead of local 
subsistence farming. 

That poor child who's “gorging 
herself on unhealthy, processed food 
because that’s all she can afford” is 
lacking in information, not money. 
Don’t believe that eating vegetarian 
is going to cost you more. It’s goin; 
to cost you less, in the short term, the 
long term, and all around the town. 
It’s going to cost the environment 
less, the health care system less and 
it’s going to make everybody smile 
more and punch each other less. 
Stay away from the non-food. Eat 
your fruits and veggies, take some 
vitamins every day, brush your teeth 
regularly and be kind to each other. 
You'll see — it'll pay off.

ECONOMY IS NOT SOCIETY 
Economy is not society. Economy 
is part of society. Wemakeand 
eas selves 


and to have an effect on our society, 
In this sense money changes hands 
politically; we think we impact soci- 
ety through the way we spend and 
don’t spend our money. 

We think that we act politically by 
spending money, investing money, 
hoarding money etc., because in our 
constitutional democracy our politi- 
cal voice as single voters or as mem- 
bers of a particular interest is signifi- 
cantly weaker than our power when 
we collectively hold our purse 
strings. 

As a result of this novel construal 
of our political role in a democracy 
we have a tumor sized economic 
prejudice constraining our minds 
when we try to think through moral 
issues like the present slow-crisis 
state of our beloved Health Care sys- 
tem. This prejudice encourages us to 
reduce issues to their essence as 
instances of exchange and exchange 
motives; we start to think that “reali- 
ty” is reducible to economic reality. 
With this prejudice in mind we easi- 
ly accept the line that the only way 
to ensure that we haye food, shelter, 
clothing, and personal security is to 
tie our individual destiny to the 
prosperity of our economy. We 
reduce politics to the management of 
our purse. 

Yet, if we really internalize the 
mantra that reality is economy we 
should be better pupils. We should 
be sensible and deal with reality as 
good economy, as frugality for profit 
sake dictates. We wouldn't be such 
irrational spenders, and we 
wouldn’t need the psychological 
comfort we get from excess and dis- 
posable income. 

In short, if we did allow our mate- 
rial and monetary desires to regulate 
our moral thinking and actually fol- 
low through on fiscal restraint, we 
would all be misers and Reform 
Party members. But we aren’t and it 
is a good thing that we have a hard 
time staying away from accumulat- 
ing objects and satisfying experi- 
ences because taming temptation is a 
profound natural process of person- 
al growth. 

What we need is a sense of pro- 
portion in our visualization of soci- 
ety and the future. Rather haphaz- 
ardly our collective imagination is 
attracted to and then repelled from 
worse-case scenarios and common- 
sense expertise that predict, for 
example, that Alberta will overnight 
become a have-not province with 
unemployment, poverty, increased 
crime and other horrors if the Kyoto 
Protocol is applied in its present 
form. Or that in order to deliver bet- 
ter and quicker service to patients 
and to keep doctors, nurses and 
other support staff happy and away 
from the brain drain, we need the 
wonders of the free market system 
and all the commodifying instincts 
that that system brings to the surface 
to fend off the better feelings of our 
nature. 

What I am suggesting is that econ- 
omists, business people and bureau- 
crat politicians, as a rule, aren’t any 
more interesting to listen to ina 
debate about values and goals than 
you or I, Mr. and Mrs. Joe and 
Joanna Publican. These debates 
require conscience, imagination, and 
reducible to economic questions and 
those that peddle that style of think- 





of grinding down all issues to one- 
dimensional musing about How 
much? How less? and Who pays? 
These questions are an integral part 
of any implementation plan but they 
are not the principles on which a 
plan is structured. Those principles 
are ideas about what is good, what is 
right, and what we want. 

I don’t believe money solves prob- 
lems by itself. What solves problems 
is human activity and humans in 
representative positions being 
accountable and being concerned to 
be accountable and not just appear 
accountable to the electorate.

No fare 


Cabbie’s refusal elicits charge of 
AIDS discrimination 


HEY, MR. CAB DRIVER, WHY TREAT 
me like a third-rate citizen just 
because I have AIDS? 

That's the question a local man 
living with AIDS wants CO-OP 
Taxi to answer. Richard 
Hollingsworth, an activist and 
educator, is filing a human rights 
complaint against Edmonton’s 
largest cab company, alleging that 
one of their drivers refused to take 
him as a fare because he has AIDS. 

“It’s one too many incidents of 
discrimination,” he says. 

Last Friday morning at the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital, 
Hollingsworth was on the phone 
with CO-OP Taxi requesting wel- 
fare approval for a cab ride when 
he saw one of their taxis sitting 
outside the hospital entrance.

“T asked CO-OP if I should just 
take that one, and they said ‘Go 
ahead.” Hollingsworth says. “I 
walked up to the cab and the dri- 
ver rolled down his window. He 
looked at the IV in my arm and 
asked ‘Where you comin’ from, 
where you goin’?’” 

Hollingsworth says he told the 
driver he was going to Kairos 
House, a local AIDS hospice. 

_ “He freaked out,” 

_ Hollingsworth says. “He said I 
have to be approved and rolled his 
window back up.” 

Hollinggspioet then called CO- 
OP to confirm his fare approval, 
and was instructed to talk to the 
driver again. He says the cabbie 
refused inp once more. 

“He basically said ‘I’m not 
going to take an AIDS patient.” 

According to Christopher 
Atkinson, public relations director 
for CO-OP Taxi, drivers have the 
right to refuse a fare. But, he says, 
@ person having AIDS is not an 
acceptable reason to do so. 

Grounds for refusing service 
include a customer being extreme- 
ly intoxicated, without fare 
money, or abusive to the driver. 
“We're obligated to take them 








unless they don’t meet these 
guidelines,” Atkinson says “We 
tell our drivers it doesn’t matter 
who gets in your car, they’re our 
customer.” 

Drivers may also refuse service 
if it is unclear whether a welfare- 
approved cab fare is legitimate or 
if dispatch gave the customer to 
another driver. Customers with 
welfare-approved fares are 


assigned a number that act as their 


method of payment. 

“Even with the number, he 
(Hollingsworth) may not have 
been on the driver's computer,” 
Atkinson says. “And even if the 
number was phoned in, it proba- 
bly wasn’t the right taxi so he 
would've been refused anyway.” 

In any case, Atkinson thinks the 
situation is a misunderstanding 
between Hollingsworth and the 
cab driver in question. 

“This was far from a misunder- 
standing,” Hollingsworth 
responds. “He (the driver) saw the 
IV on my wrist and reacted. I have 
no other way to conclude that I 
was rejected other than the fact 
that I have AIDS.” 





Personal feelings aside however, 


Hollingsworth says this experi- 
ence is just another example of the 
ostracism and discrimination peo- 
ple living with AIDS face on a 
daily basis. 

“It’s the modern day leprosy,” 
he says. “AIDS is still the only dis-

ease that people discriminate 
against.” 

Hollingsworth believes CO-OP 
should take this situation as a chal- 
lenge to teach their drivers about 
HIV/AIDS. He says that an HIV 
awareness class or some other 
measure would educate staff 
about the disease. “Even a good 
one-page info sheet — even that 
would go a long way to promote 
education and awareness,” he 
says. 

“AIDS affects us all,” 
Hollingsworth says. “Ignorance is 
no longer an excuse in this day 
and age.”

IMAGINE, IF YOU WILL, THE NOT 
too distant future. A world not only 
of eugenics, but also of tight govern- 
ment control over all aspects of 
human reproduction. Although soci- 
ety depends on all manner of syn- 
thesized chemicals to ensure a plea- 
sured populace, their “side effects” 
have led to widespread infertility 
among women and the need for big- 
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brotherly regulation to guarantee the 
dependable propagation of our 
species. Instead of sexual gratifica- 
tion being commodified, breeding is 
commodified — with couples 
attending auctions to choose the hot 
Mama most resembling their own 
designs for offspring. 

Sound familiar? While fascinat- 
ingly suggestive of tomorrow’s 
headlines, the scenario owes much 
to British novelist, essayist, and pio- 
neer of psychedelics Aldous Huxley, 
who by 1932 had already forebode 
of exactly such dystopian manipula- 
tions of intimacy, pleasure, and 
progeny. Although the dawn of 


futurism invited greater emphasis 
on modes of production than on 
commerdcialization, and playwright

Unit 1010102. Gay men are assumed 
ideal as unit administrators because 
they assume no threat to the fertile 
chattel of the Ministry of Economic 
Stability and Health’s heterocentric 
mandate: to provide egg and carry- 
ing services to the withered, barren 
couples of the straight majority. The 
sperm can come from anywhere the 
clients prefer — directly from the 
male of the client couple, or perhaps 
from a particularly virile donor, like 
Marcel; conception likewise is 
offered with various options — 
through an intimate liaison with the 
surrogate, for example, or in vitro. 
While the three sexy women in 
Marcel’s charge are treated as virtual 
superstars, remunerated well for 
their rare and precious talents, 
reproductive duty of course invites a 
whole host of moral questions — 
which Rose (Jan Alexandra Smith), 
Tim (Rhonda Trodd), and Micah 
(Sylvia Wong) illustrate for the audi- 
ence. What happens if the male 
client falls in love with the surro- 
gate? What if the female client jeal- 
ously loathes the surrogate? What if 
the surrogate wants to keep the 
baby? Whose babies and bodies are 
they, anyway? 

The play’s greatest strength is its 
scenario; for Trevor Schmidt's pro- 
duction, it’s the atmosphere. This 


satisfies the play’s presentational 
side particularly well, but neglects 
the objectives of its more naturalistic 
component. Throughout the second 
act, the actors lose many of their 
weaving threads of plot, which get 
confusingly frayed and tangled. And 
while Clarke's play has as much 
cheesy humour (yes, someone says 
“wombs for rent”) as it has cold 
dystopia, the performers are occa- 
sionally kept too close to the surface 
by playing their lines for laughs, 
rather than letting the jokes sink 
earnestly in as comedy more black. 

Most successful is the succinct 
unity of mood captured by director- 
designer Schmidt. His costumes are 
fabulous, and suit perfectly an over- 
all design that might be seen as one 
of the season's best. Though not 
exactly original, his set captures the 
clean, groovy look of sixties science 
fiction, the women each enjoying 
their own ovum-like sleeping pod. 
With the layering in of an eclectic 
but seamlessly supportive Dave 
Clarke soundscape, you've got an 
overall feel that could not suit the 
space or play better.

1 DIDN’T KNOW WHAT TO EXPECT 
when I toddled off to see the Citadel 
Theatre's third annual production of 
A Christmas Carol. Suffice to say I 
went in darned jaded with fairly low 
expectations: Charles Dickens’ semi- 
nal seasonal tale has been redone so 
many times over the years; most ren- 
ditions hit chestnut status and left 
me as stone-cold as the old skin- 
flint’s coal-starved parlour hearth. 

It wasn’t until I was stumbling out 
of the Maclab that I realized I'd 
attended one of the best-realized the- 
atre productions — period — I'd 
seen ina long, long time. This is a 
fresh, well-layered twist on the tale 
that left me gasping after the first act 
and virtually in tears at the piece’s 
poignant close. 

No exaggeration, this subtle-yet- 
tour-de-force show has it all: a bril- 
liant cast (lead by the talented Wood 
playing the uber-miser) that reads 
like a who’s-who of the Edmonton’‘s 
A-list thespian scene, a lush pull-out- 
all-the-stops production that milks 
every inch of the sprawling Maclab 
thrust stage, bursts of spectacular 
stage magic and a profound respect 
for the original tale that maintains 
that work’s fascinating subtexts. For 
starters, A Christmas Carol boasts a 
still-relevant social message. I dare 
you to not read current events into 
the text. The trick has always been to 
balance the social politics of the play 
without preachin 
The Citadel manages this trick by 
a psychologically spot-on under- 

ing of constructing 
him as a deeply emotionally dam- 
aged man but also as steel-back- 


Marley (played with eerie vigor and 
endless pathos by Larry Yachimec) 
arrives to warn Scrooge, he’s bearing, 
a powerful dual message of an emo- 
tional life unrealized, as well as a 
warning to Scrooge to not skirt per- 
sonal responsibilities to those 
around him. This is a meaty damna- 
tion with karmic overtones made all 
the more palatable by Yachimec’s 
ability to imbue Marley with a real 
sense of pain and horror about his 
own fate, and Scrooge’s rapidly 
approaching afterlife. 

Director Bob Baker accepts no 
shortcuts or theatrical cheats. So, 
even though they may not have 
huge chunks of stage time, every 
character actor — John Ullyatt 
(nephew Fred), Medina Hahn (the 
young Scrooge’s fiancé), or Coralie 
Cairns (Mrs. Cratchit) — gets the 
space needed to come across as a 
fully realized, high-veracity entity.

EDMONTON MUSICIAN KELLY DODD 
doesn’t even pretend to know the 
answer to the question ‘what does it 
take to make it?’ 

“T have no idea,” he says. “Since 
the beginning of time and since the 
beginning of rock n’ roll, people 
have asked that question. You know, 
you work so hard and so long, you 
forget where it starts and ends and 
all of the sudden you're just there.” 

It’s too bad, really, because, 
according to Dodd, his band 
Amoeba has the kind of magic rock 
touch that most bands would gladly 
pay to learn. “I’ve never had every- 
thing fall into place like this before,” 
he admits. “We'd only been playing 
for six months and we had enough 
for an album, but not just enough for 
an album. We were, like holy shit we 
have this stuff down.” 

Of course, it might have some- 
thing to do with the amount of expe- 
rience the four band members have 


behind them. Dodd, his brother 
Beau who plays guitar, Liam 
Morgan (drums) and John Hartwick 
(bass) have played with a mile-long 
list of acts that includes Texas Blood 
Money, Weedfeen, the Boozehounds 
and Endsville. 

At one point, the two Dodds (pre- 
Amoeba) even moved to Kelowna to 
be closer to the scene in Vancouver 
and the States. It was just after 
returning to Edmonton that Beau 
started Amoeba, but it wasn’t until 
he left Texas Blood Money that Kelly 
joined in. From there it was a few 
months of work and then into the 
studio to record their new CD, Blue 
Collar. 

Amoeba’s sound incorporates 
dark, complicated lyrics with what 
Dodd describes as “heavy groove” 
—a type of metal. However, while 
he cites acts like the Deftones as 
influences, much of the music that 
inspired this CD was about as far 
from metal as possible. 

“The funny thing is we were actu- 
ally listening to the first Cold Play 
album and Lauryn Hill,” he admits

without shame. “There was no arti- 
fice at all in her first album, it was a 
really big emotional seller for us.” 
And, on that note, perhaps that 
same kind of emotional honesty 
could be key to the band’s future 
success, Aside from their wide range 
of influences, they possess a positive 
message behind their dark lyrics. 

“Tn this world we live in right 
now it’s dark like 24/7 and you 
think fuck, I want to shoot myself. 
With everything that’s happening 
overseas, it’s scary,” he explains. 
“But being a father you just... you 
aren't necessarily depressed, but you 
always have this feeling of depres- 
sion around you and you kind of try 
to pull out high notes from it. I think 
that’s kind of the way the music is 
too; it may sound dark but in the 
middle there'll be one quote [that] 
says it doesn’t have to be this way.” 

Whatever the reason, it seems 
things are really working out for 
Amoeba. Their next step is a video 
and then a tour. They've even been 
talking to a rep from EMI Records 
that might be coming down for this 
weekend's CD release party. 

“If you play music, you've got to 
face reality and say I have to make 
some money on it,” explains Dodd 

And with the way things are 
going, he probably will.

We find popular culture’s most 
well-documented case of earnest- 
ness turning to irony and back again 
at the midway point on this set. Disc 
one (the Best ofs) buzzes off in full 
“Fly” mode with a series of cuts 
from Acthung, Baby (“Even Better 
Than The Real Thing,” “Mysterious 
Ways”). Arguably these are the best 
of the bunch, and depending on 
which camp you fall into, the best of 
their career. Rounding out the pro- 
ceedings are the even more 
Rushkoffian-media-memed (or 
whatever the hell it was they were 
trying to say) material from Zooropa 
and Pop, plus a one-off from their 
Eno collaboration, The Passengers 
(“Miss Sarajevo.).” A solid 
collection, but where the hell is the

Guess Bono 
didn’t want to be upstaged at his 
Own party. 

But, just to make sure you get 
your money’s worth — and surely 
intended to tease collectors’ wallets 
out of their pockets — there’s a new 
one from Scorcese’s Gangs of New 
York soundtrack. Also available with 
a limited b-sides edition featuring a 
bonus remix disc.

AS THEY DID WITH EVERY OTHER 
aspect of the game — graphics, game 
play, socially irresponsible, mayhem- 
based thrills — the producers of the 
PlayStation 2 giga-hit Grand Theft Auto: 
Vice City (Epic) did an absolutely 100- 
per-cent pedal-to-the-metal perfect job 
on the soundtracking. In creating the 
car-radio backdrop for their mythical 
1980s pseudo-Miami, Rockstar Games 
didn’t just cheap out and license a dozen 
or so kitschy retro-tracks; they spread 
more than 100 songs over seven radio 
stations (plus two all-talk channels), cre- 
ating an amazing '80s sonic environ- 
ment of spandex rock, new wave, 
underground rap, egotistical Dus, lover- 
man soul, pure pop, Latin rhythms and 
hilarious commercials. 

A quality decision of pure style, it 
really makes the game experience: 
moments like jacking a K-Car and hav- 
ing the opening riff of Byran Adams’ 
“Run To You" play as the molten sun 
sets and the Keystone Kops close in 
stick with you longer than virtual experi- 
ences probably should. But the easy 
way of enjoying the game’s music — 
stealing a car and listening to the radio 
while parked — leaves a lot to be 
desired, musically. This is where the 
seven-volume GTA Vice City Original 
Sound Tracks series comes in. 

Secondary marketing cash-ins or not, 
these discs are grade-A genre mix 
tapes. Everyone can use a total rawk 
disc, every record collection could use 
some more old-school underground rap 
& hip-hop, and every... well, you get the 
idea, right? These are sweet compila- 
tions, if not as deep or obscure as the ol’ 
music nerds might like, and even when 
being cheesy — as with the love-ballad- 
heavy Emotion 98.3—they never dip 
down to mockery or disrespect. Taken 
together (and they can be, in box set 
form) they form one of the best ’80s 

primers available. 

Also included on the discs are the 
commercial tracks — which are actually 
pretty funny.

So long as we're on the segue- 
train, I’d be remiss not to slot these 
guys in. When MSP first appeared 
in ‘88, the press accused them of 
being derivative of both the heroin- 
chic of Johnny Thunders and the 
pop-politico posturing of the Clash. 
(The British press that is: North 
Americans typically took little 
notice of the latest band in the Fleet 
Street limelight). However, to this 
listener anyway, the most obvious 
comparison, even on their earliest 
material (“Motorcycle,” “La 
Tristesse”) should be with Queen. 
The arrangements are just as sweep- 
ing and orchestral, and the vocals 
have enough melodrama to warrant 
a rock opera of their own. Following 
the disappearance of guitarist 
Richey Maniac (for all intents and 
purposes a suicide without a body) 
the deal was sealed, and the surviv- 
ing members ditched any remaining 
pretense of their street-punk person- 
ae, opting instead to focus on intro- 


spective epics such as “Everything 
Must Go.” Whether you're a new- 
comer or veteran anglophile, Forever 
Delayed provides a pretty little slice 
of pristine Brit-pop delicately bal- 
anced on a razor’s edge.

Stones Redux 


WHEN MY EDITOR ASKED ME TO 
report on the re-mastered Rolling Stones 
catalogue | hoped the job would come. 
with a complete set of the 22 disc series 
covering the band’s output from their 
4964 debut, England’s Newest 
Hitmakersto 1970's Get Yer Ya-Ya's 
Out. No such luck. | do have a lot of 
these recordings on vinyl and have 
heard the rest at one time or another, but 
my greatest qualification for the job here 
at SEE may be the quantity of gray hair | 
possess. 

ABKCO Records are behind this mas- 
sive project, timed to coincide with the 
band’s 40th birthday (The Stones first 
performed together on July 12, 1962) 
and their 2002-2003 world tour. All of 
the reissues are “hybrid” SACD discs. 
They have two layers, one that will play 
in normal CD players, and one that takes 
advantage of Sony’s DSD-based SACD 
format, which apparently may be the 
“next big thing”. In addition, this is the 
first time many of the original analog 
tapes have been re-mastered so the 
audio quality is stunning. | don’t think 
you could go too far wrong with any disc 
in the series, but here are five that really 
standout: 


12 X 5— Originally issued in 1964, 
this album showcases the best of the 
first three Stones’ releases. This effort 
shows the group to be a stone-cold 
blues band brought together under the 
guiding hand of the legendary British 
blues pioneer Alexis Korner. Check out 
the cover of Irma Thomas’ “Time On My 
Side” or the tribute to Chess Records on 
“2120 South Michigan Avenue” (the 
street address of the Chess studios). A 
dozen tracks in all, including “It’s All 


Over Now” and Chuck Berry's “Around 
and Around,” which kicks off the disc. 


Their Satanic Majesties Request — 
Released in 1967, this recording has 
been slagged by many as a cheap Sgt. 
Pepper rip off. it didn’t help that the Fab 
Four’s faces could be found lurking in 
the flowers on the cover. While this 
recording is not a typical Stones album it 
has some real gems, including “2000 
Light Years From Home” and “She's a 
Rainbow,” both of which feature Brian 
Jones on mellotron. Bill Wyman got a 
chance to shine with lead vocals on his 
own song, “In Another Land”. 


Beggars Banquet— This '68 album 
isa clear winner, both critically and pop- 
ularly. “Street Fighting Man” and 
“Sympathy for the Devil” rock hard while 
“Stray Cat Blues” keeps the blues in the 
Stones repertoire. “Dear Doctor,” 
“Parachute Woman” and “No 
Expectations” are classic Stones and 
marked the beginning of five years worth 
of absolutely brilliant recordings. 





Let it Bleed — \n 1969 the Stones 
unleashed a monster with this incredible 
mix of rock and blues. Check out the 
note for note version of Robert 
Johnson's classic “Love In Vain.” 
“Country Honk” follows in those same 
footsteps while “Gimme Shelter” and 
“Midnight Rambler” show the Stones at 
their best as hard rockers. “You Can't 
Always Get What You Want" closes the 
album with chorus and orchestration 
and there are soulful contributions from 
Nicky Hopkins and Mick Taylor. The 


original sleeve says “This record should — 


be played loud” — advice just as good 
today as it was 33 years ago. 4 


Get Yer Ya-Ya’s Out— Released in 
4970 and recorded just weeks before the 
debacle of Altamont in December 1969, 
this concert set from Madison Square 
Garden features two Chuck Berry covers, 
Robert Johnson's “Love in Vain” and 
seven Stones originals that have all gone 
on to become classic rock songs. A 
“must have” for those wishing to experi- 
ence the full force of a late ‘60s Stones 
concert.

Perhaps this is because their most 
truly brilliant moment — when 
singer Jarvis Cocker crashed Michael 
Jackson’s obnoxiously ostentatious 
appearance at the ‘96 BRIT Awards, 
upsetting a few members of Jacko’s 
kiddie choir in a flurry of obscene 


gestures — can’t be committed to an 
audio CD. Still, the songs hold up 
pretty well too — solid, new-wavish 
pop about two very British obses- 
sions (when linked together, any- 
way): sexual desire and the class sys- 
tem (e.g. “Common People”), which 
somehow manage to evoke both the 
Jam and Roxy Music.

comes at a high cost, but if you're 
Bjork, you just pass it right along to 
your fans. Such is the case, both liter- 
ally and figuratively, with her new box 
set. ip 
Released in tandem with a 15-song 
Greatest Hits disc, Family Tree 
(Elektra) is a 12-track greatest hits 
album as chosen by the artist herself, 
five mini (3") discs, a lyric booklet, 
and a mini-essay, all packaged togeth- 
erin a pricey little pink case. That's a 
total of 39 songs, seven of which are 
on the Greatest Hits disc, plus some 
fancy design and neat artwork for 
around $90. 

The bulk of the cost is in the pack- 
aging from renowned Parisian design 
company M/M. They've created an 
ambitious cache of goodies that'll thrill 
design students and annoy the hell out 
of just about everyone else, due to its 
total disregard for practicality.For 
starters, the flimsy plastic box it 
comes in will never close properly 
once opened, but you won't want to 
crack it often anyhow, as the cheap 
clasp and hinges are the kind that bust 
after few dozen uses. 

The stuff inside the box, however, is 

_neat, if awkwardly put together. It’s a 
collection divided into what Bjork 
describes in a one-page essay as her 
“four chambers.” 

The first chamber/booklet, “Roots,” 
consists of 10 tracks taken from her 
early years. Included is a song played 
ona flute that she wrote when she was 
15 (presumably while living in the for- 
est with her elfin kin), a song from her

On the opposite end of the spec- 
trum is “Beats,” a single mini-disc in a 
plastic sleeve. It has a starry version of 
“The Modern Things” co-produced by 
Post collaborator Graham Massey, and 
three other synth n’ keyboard alternate 
mixes of her work with Mark Bell and 
Mark “Spike” Stent (of 808 State). 

The final chamber is simply a col- 
lection of lyrics entitled “Words,” and 
only some of them are from songs, 
included in the set. Like the other 
booklets, it’s adorned with the bizarre 
work of Icelandic sculptor Gabriela 
Fridriksdottir, who in true wacky 
artiste fashion is shown covered in 
whole-wheat dough, looking very 
much like the lead singer of Gwar. Her 
disconcerting images fit perfectly with- 
in the tradition of freaky Bjork album 
covers. 

In terms of the music, Family Tree 
is a thorough deconstruction of the 
singer's post-modern, breathy, often 
garish, sound, But you'd have be a 
hardcore nymph worshipper to cough 
up so much cash for a box-set of par- 
tially recycled songs that barfs its con- 
tents all over the floor every time you

IT LOOKS LIKE OPPOSITES ATTRACT 
yet again in Analyze That, the sequel 
to the successful Analyze This. Billy 
Crystal is back as Dr. Ben Sobel, a 
skittish, neurotic analyst, and Robert 


DeNiro revisits his role as the doc’s 
patient, Paul Vitti—a lovably gruff 
but emotionally troubled mob king- 
pin. Writer/ director Harold Ramis 
returns as well, pitching his best 
screwballs in a comedic tour de... 
whatever. 

Who cares? 

It’s stupid to waste six hundred 
words droning on about a forget- 
table sequel. Really, what is there to 
say? Warner Brothers made a 





healthy profit pairing odd couple 
DeNiro and Crystal, so they had 
Ramis and couple of other writers 
crank out an unfocussed follow-up 
in which Vitti gets out of prison to 
enter the workforce under Sobel’s 
supervision, inevitably leading to all 
manner of implausible gangster-doc- 
tor hijinks as Vitti is pulled back into 
his old life. There’s a smattering of 
wasted co-stars, including Lisa 
Kudrow (back as Sobel’s wife), and a 
messy shit-splatter of a plot with the 
odd good gag thrown in 

That's about it; the only question 
is does it deserve hundreds of words 
dedicated to fully unearthing its 
mediocrity? 

No. Instead let’s talk about more 
pressing issues brought up by the 
film, specifically, when is there going 
to be another Ghostbusters movie? 

Seriously. Why is Harold Ramis 
writing and directing a lame sequel 
to a movie that was decent at best, 
when his talents lie elsewhere, like in 
brown coveralls labeled “Egon.” 

It’s closing in on 20 years since 
Peter, Ray, Egon and Winston first 
crossed streams with hilarious 
results, and nearly 15 years since the 
so-so follow-up. Both were co-writ- 
ten by Ramis, much like the Analyze 
films but waaay better. It’s time to 
get back to those roots. 

Ghostbusters deserves to be a trilo- 
gy, and there's no better time than 
now to set the ectoplasm in motion. 
Now that the X-Files is dead after 
driving all things supernatural into 


the ground with too many seasons 
of excruciatingly serious conspiracy 
plots, it’s time the Ghostbusting 
crew returned to lighten things up; 
to make ghosts fun again. 

It would be perfect — with the 
exception of Emie Hudson 
(Winston) and the stunning 
Sigourney Weaver, none of the cast 
has aged well at all.

Director respects his alarming subjects

WELCOME TO TRINITY ASSEMBLY 
of God Church’s Hell House, a fun- 
damentalist Christian house of hor- 
Tors erected every Halloween in 
Cedar Hills, Texas. Inside you'll find 
graphic depictions of modern day 
horrors engineered by Satan to claim 
souls, including rape, abortion, sui- 
cide, domestic violence and other 
symptoms of contemporary moral 
rot that God and Jesus take a very 
dim view of. 

As tasteless, out-of-touch and 
God-bothering as all this sounds, 
George Ratliff’s low-key documen- 
tary about the 10th installment of 
Hell House is far from sensationalis- 
tic. You could even say Hell House is 
respectful of the attitudes and belief 
system it depicts, despite the retro- 
grade and wrongheaded nature of 
those beliefs. 

They aren't the least bit cagey 
about their views because the 
parishioners at Trinity consider 
themselves good Christians who are 
“teaching out to the lost” and warn- 
ing them of what will happen if they 
don't accept Jesus Christ as their per- 
sonal saviour. In fact, their views are 
probably closer to the cultural main- 
stream than any of us would be 
comfortable admitting. 






The people on screen, how ever, 
have no such compunctions about 
their attitude toward sin. No one 
bats an eye at the excessively sadistic 
scenarios the Hell House organizing 
committee devises year after year, 4 
like the one where the girl who was 
drugged and gang-raped at a rave 
goes home in shame, is taunted by a 
demon who reminds her of an earli- 
er incestuous rape and goads her 
into suicide which, of course, damns 
her to hell eternally. Ratliff shows 
the audition of countless girls clam- 
ouring for the part, each shrieking 
and pretending to slash her wrists 
with gusto.

It becomes clear these people 
don’t want a nuanced understand- 
ing of social ills and beliefs at odds 
with their own; they just want pro- 
tection and assurance that, should 
something bad befall them, they at 
least get to go to heaven and live 
with God.

On the other hand, some of the 
film is sort of sweet. Ratliff inter- 
views teens about their faith against 
a pure white backdrop, where they 
awkwardly grope for words to 
describe their relationships with 
God. Some of them have some pret- 
ty weird ideas but, as in the scene 
where a girl talks about her rules for 
dating, there’s a sincerity that 
bespeaks an effort to just make sense 
of things, to hold something as 
important at a time in life when it’s 
hard to believe anything matters.

President George W. Bush may 
be a booster of Christian values, but 
his current belligerence towards 
Iraq could hardly be called Christ- 
like. 

Noam Chomsky sees a less-than- 
saintly agenda inside the Bush 
Whitehouse. A radical professor, 
prominent social critic and the 
author of more than 70 books — the 
most recent being Rogue State: The 
Rule of Force in World Affairs — 
Chomsky spoke to The Indy’s 
Anthony DiMaggio. 


In your opinion, how much of 
the war on Iraq has to do with 
securing Iraqi oil reserves and how 
much has to do with diverting 
American’s attention from the 
Bush Administration’s war on the 
American people? Is one more of a 
factor than the other? 

It’s quite widely assumed, right 
within the mainstream, that these 
are the two primary reasons. I agree. 
Regaining control over Iraq's oil 
resources (not access, but control; a 
very different matter) is longstand- 
ing. 9/11 provided a pretext for the 
resort to force, not only by the US: 
also Russia, China, Indonesia, Israel, 
many others. And the need to divert 
the attention of the population from 
what is being done to them accounts 
for the timing. [It] worked brilliantly 
in the congressional elections, and 
by the next presidential elections, 
it'll be necessary to have a victory 
and on to the next campaign. 

Do you believe the Gulf War 
was primarily to secure American 
access to Kuwaiti oil? Did it also 
have to do with teaching Saddam a 
lesson for his aggressive behavior 
with Kuwait? Do you have any 
insight into which factor was more 
of a determinant for the Bush 
Administration? 

I think the main reason for the 
first Gulf War was what's called 
“credibility”: Saddam had defied 
orders; no one can get away with 
that. Ask any Mafia Don and you'll 
get the explanation. There’s good 
reason to suppose that a negotiated 
withdrawal would have been possi-

ble, but that wouldn’t make the 
point; again, ask your favorite Don. 
The reason for leaving Saddam in 
place was explained very openly 
and frankly: As the diplomatic cor- 
respondent of the New York Times, 
Thomas Friedman, explained when 
the US backed Saddam’s crushing 
of the Kurds, “the best of all worlds” 
for Washington would be an “iron- 
fisted junta” ruling Iraq just as 
Saddam did, but with a different 
name, because his is now embar- 
rassing, and since no one like that 


to risk taking over Iraq. It has noth- 
ing to do with stability. The Iraqi 
dictatorship is very stable. It had to 
do with the coalition and domestic 
support, not willing then for a con- 
quest, and as noted, there was no 
suitable replacement in sight. Now 
it’s different. 

I’ve heard that during the origi- 
nal Gulf War, George Bush had 
Colin Powell draw up plans to 
nuke Baghdad. If it is true, how 
could Americans not realize that 
American foreign policy doesn’t

seemed to be around, they'd have to 
settle with second-best, their old 
friend and ally the butcher of 
Baghdad himself. You can find 
plenty of material about all of this in 
what I wrote at the time, reprinted 
in “Deterring Democracy”; more 
has appeared since. 

What makes the current 
Administration think they can 
secure Iraqi oil now as compared to 
10 years ago? It seems that the 
country is just as unstable now as 
it was then. What's changed in the 
minds of the members of the Bush 
Administration since the Gulf 
War? 

At the time, the US was unwilling 


have even a small concern for 
humanitarian democratic princi- 
ples espoused by our “leaders”? 

There are no known plans for 
nuclear bombing, and it wouldn't 
have made sense. It was known in 
advance that Iraq was virtually 
defenseless. The US preferred bio- 
logical warfare (what do you think 
would happen in Chicago if some- 
one destroyed the power, water, 
and sewage systems?), which is eas- 
ier for editors and intellectuals to 
pretend not to see. 

Do you think that members of 
the Bush Administration really are 
concerned that Saddam may have 
weapons of mass 


destruction/chemical/nuclear 
weapons? Are they legitimately 
threatened (in their minds at least) 
by Iraq? 

I have no idea what Bush 
believes, if anything, but Cheney 
and Rumsfeld know that the exter- 
nal world is really there, and they 
understand very well why people 
and governments of the region, 
though they despise Saddam 
Hussein, don’t fear him; even Iran 
and Kuwait, which were invaded 
by Saddam when he was a favored 
US friend and ally. No one wants 
Iraq to have weapons of mass 
destruction; and no one sane wants 
Israel, Pakistan, India, the US, 
Russia, etc. to have them either. 

The best way to deal with it is to 
implement Resolution 687, which 
calls for disarming Iraq through 
inspections (which the US has been 
desperately seeking to block), and 
also for implementing Article 14, 
always excised when the resolution 
is brought up: it calls for moves 
towards disarmament in the region, 
a code word for Israel’s huge arse- 
nal of Weapons of Mass 
Destruction, which frightens every- 
one, including the US Strategic 
Command. 

It seems Bush’s pretexts must be 
a fraud if control of oil is the real 
motivation. If this is the case, how 
can Bush believe he has the right to 
claim the moral highroad? 

Bush is probably irrelevant. But 
the people around him have a 


record: They are recycled 
Reaganites. That's why media and 
intellectuals so scrupulously ignore 
what they did when they were run 
ning the first “war on terror” that 
they declared 20 years ago. Better 
not to remember the horror stories 
for which they were responsible. 

On human behavior, it’s not hard 
to figure out what's going on. 
Unless you’re an unusually saintly 
figure, you've done things in your 
life that you knew were wrong. 
Maybe when you were 7 years old 
you took a toy from your younger 
brother and when he ran crying to 
your mother you told her — believ- 
ing every word — that it was really 
yours and he’d taken it from you, 
and he didn’t want it anyway, etc. 
Did you tell yourself that you're 
stronger than he is so you could 
take it and get away with it? 

It's the same when you're run- 
ning a country in the world. It’s 
interesting to read the archives of 
Nazi Germany, fascist Japan, the 
Soviet Union. The leaders are acting 
from the highest imaginable 
motives, and probably believed it. |t 
is remarkably easy to come to 
believe what it is convenient to 
believe. That's the secret of being a 
“responsible intellectual,” someone 
who serves power abjectly while 
believing oneself to be an indepen- 
dent thinker Ey 

Do you think the Bush 
Administration is bluffing about 
attacking Iraq? 

Notat all. I think they are desper- 
ately eager to win an easy victory 
over a defenseless enemy, so they 
can strut around as heroes and liber 
ators, to the rousing cheers of the 
educated classes. It’s as old as histo- 


Ke Bush gave his state of the union 
address over half a year ago talking 
about Iraq. Why has it taken him 
so long to move? 

Iraq wasn’t brought up as a mat- 
ter of immediate significance until 
September of this year, when the 
election season started, In the State 
of the Union it was remote, alon; 
with Iran and North Korea and the 
“world terrorist threat.”

The latest example of Bush’s 
screw you’ mind-set was the stun- 
ning appointment of cover-up cover 
boy Henry Kissinger to head the 
9/11 commission.

The Burning 
Question 


Is the City of Edmonton better off with just 
one super-airport? 


IT’S A LOADED QUESTION WITHOUT 
an easy answer. Some say that the 
1995 merger of the former Municipal 
Airport and the struggling Edmonton 
International Airport was a successful 
venture while others argue it did 
more damage to the city than it 
restored a slumping aviation indus- 
try. And despite the ‘great debate’ 
resurfacing recently, no one is study- 
ing the net effect of consolidation. 

Seven years ago, after an over- 
whelming majority of Edmonton- 
ians voted in favour of consolidating 
the city’s two airports, Mayor Bill 
Smith and Edmonton Airports 
Authority President Scott Clements 
signed a deal that moved all passen- 
ger traffic to the Edmonton 
International Airport. Since then, the 
airport has undergone more recon- 
structive surgery than your average 
socialite, seen a steady increase in 
passenger traffic (which nearly 
reached the 4-million mark last year), 
and attracted more scheduled flights 
to the U.S. than it anticipated it 
would. 

“Just counting passengers, we've 
been amongst the fastest growing in 
the country since 1996, if not the 
fastest,” Clements says. “We have 
lots more airplanes, bigger airplanes, 
poing to more destinations than we 

d ever hoped.” 

And it appears that the same 
majority of Edmontonians who voted 
for the merger continue to back the 
single airport mantra — support that 
Kenn Bur, spokesman for Economic 
Development Edmonton, says is all 
attitude. 

“We as a community want to put 
our resources into one exceptional 
airport rather than splitting our 
resources and supporting multiple

“We're probably no different and 
in some cases no better off than we

proof of Edmonton’s faith in, and the 


merger’s poor performance. 

“The hospitality businesses in the 
area, like the hotels, used to derive a 
fair percentage of their business from 
travel off of the airlines and that busi- 
ness is no longer substantial,” Gimble 
says. Between 1990-1995, the former 
Municipal Airport annually served 
anywhere between 700,000 to 1-mil- 
lion passengers. Today, it serves only 
a few thousand commuters each 
year. 

The Edmonton Inn, which is locat- 
ed just off the City Centre Airport tar- 
mac, suffered from the merger. 
According to Werner Simm, general 
manager for the Edmonton Inn, the 
shift was bad for business. He says 
that the hotel no longer sees the vol- 
ume of guests they used to, as flights 
landing at the City Centre Airport are 
now restricted to 10 passengers per 
flight. He supports Gimble’s stance 
that the merger proved injurious. 

“Consolidation did not work,” 
Gimble says. “I think it’s time to look 
again at how we use our airports, 
plural, to the best advantage of the 
city. Maybe we don’t go back to 
exactly what we had prior to 1995, 
but we need another model to work 
with because I don’t think the one we 
are working with is giving us the 
kind of service that is in the best inter- 
est of the city.” 

But Clements argues that would be 
“economic lunacy.” He says it’s 
impossible for a city the size of 
Edmonton to shoulder the expense of 
two full-service airports. 

“Tf we were to have continued to 
separate traffic at the two rts 
there’s no way we'd pedis of 
service we have right now and if any- 
thing the International Airport would 
likely have gone back to the federal 
government,” Clements says. 

Instead, he says, the airport's annu- 
al $1-billion cdfididated activity — 
an economic outcome that would not 
be possible without the merger — is

levels of air toxins.” 

Dr. Warren Kindzierski, a 
University of Alberta professor spe- 
dalizing in air quality and exposure, is 
explaining why air quality issues are 
decided on a case-by-case basis. 

“People look at risk assessment 
standards — drinking water stan- 
dards, food — and say well, this is an 
environmental standard. But that’s 
looking at other pathways. We have 
occupational, indoor exposure levels, 
but it’s difficult — no, impossible — 
to apply those as environmental stan- 
dards.” 

And so, we have he-said-she-said 
environmental arguments like the 
one that wrapped up Wednesday at 
the Alberta Environmental Appeals 
Board. 

Back in May, Lehigh Inland 
Cement Ltd. received approval to 
convert to coal and petroleum coke 
fuels rather than the infinitely more 
expensive natural gas; the company 
promises that “air emissions and air 
quality will not be compromised” as 
a result of the conversion. 

The company’s neighbours, how- 
ever, are not convinced. The 
Edmonton Federation of Community 
Leagues (EFCL) and Friends of the 
North Environmental Society 
(EFONES), as well as residents 
Bonnie Quinn and Ana T. Krug, filed 
a Notice of oie of the Approval. 
They feel that the Director, Northern 
Region, Regional Services (Kem 
Singh) granted the approval without 
taking into account the adjacent com- 
munities’ concerns. According to an 
EFCL-conducted survey of the 
households in Inland’s vicinity, “vir- 
tually every household that respond- 
ed... reported some chronic (mostly 
respiratory) illness.” Residents worry 
that they will be further harmed. 
when coal and coke (which don’t 
burn as cleanly as natural gas) are 
added to the mix of emissions and 
dust that already plague the area. 
This is especially worrisome given 
that the company’s electrostatic pre- 
cipitator (ESP) — which effectively 
“cleans” the emissions from the kiIn 
stack) has a history of problems; in 
2000 alone, the ESP tripped 64 times, 
resulting in an extra 191 tonnes of 
emissions being-pumped into the 
atmosphere during 14.3 uncontrolled 
hours — as compared to the 238.5 
tonnes emitted during the rest of the 


year. And that was “clean burning” 
natural gas, not the nasty, ashy coal of 
Dickensian nightmare 

While most of the EFCL’s health 
concerns are respiratory or based 
around heavy metals, Inland’s appeal 
hearing comes hard on the heels of a 
rather interesting study out of 
McMaster University linking indus- 
trial emissions with “germline muta- 
genic effect.” Mice — especially male 
mice — who'd spent 10 weeks a kilo- 
meter downwind from Hamilton’s 
steel mills not only showed genetic 
damage, but passed those mutations 
onto their offspring, even when the 
young hadn’t been directly exposed 
to the pollutants. This is the first time 
that a direct, causal link has been 
demonstrated between contaminated 
air and genetic mutations. 

While the researchers can’t say for 
certain what portion of Hamilton’s air 
caused the damage — heck, anyone 
who's driven through the city’Il tell 
you that the smell alone might be 
enough — they do speculate that that 
the culprit could be polycyclic aro- 
matic hydrocarbons (PAHs). 

“These compounds... have been 
shown to cause mutations in other 
Pan of studies,” says PhD candidate 

istopher Somers, one of the 
study’s authors. “In our study area 
particles extracted from the air 
caused mutations in bacteria in labo- 
ratory tests, so we feel that PAHs are 
a good bet for the cause of the muta- 
tions.” 

And where do we find PAHs? 
Anywhere there’s smoke. 

“You get PAHs from burning coal, 
toast, steak,” points out Kindzierski. 
“You can’t answer the question of 
safe levels of exposure, because the 
public gets exposed while going 
about daily life. There's lots of litera- 
ture showing that if you have a high 
enough concentration you'll get 
effects, but that daily exposure is 
greater than what comes from 
Inland.” 

Which seems to be the case: our 
mutant mice spent their time breath- 
ing air that that contained 117.6 
ng/m cubed of PAHs. An interim 
report by Alberta Environment indi- 
cates that from June 2001 to March 
2002, Northwest Edmonton air aver- 
aged 20 to 46 ng/m cubed of PAHs 
— well below Hamilton's 
However, it must be pointed out that 
maximum concentrations of the

chemical did top out the experimen- 
tal average, and that residents of 
Inland’s surrounding communities 
may very well be looking at tens of 
years of exposure, rather than just ten 
weeks. 

Inland’s Human Health 
Assessment is dismissive of the 
potential hazard: “There should be 
no increase in the emissions of organ- 
ic compounds, such as PAHs...result- 
ing from the fuel substitution. For this 
reason, organic compounds were not 
evaluated further in the risk assess- 
ment.” 

The cement company may come 
out of this process looking like some- 
thing of a community ogre, but the 
record indicates Inland’s willingness 
to consult with the public and com- 
ply with Alberta Environment's 
requests. As further hoops have been 
added to their application process, 
they have fulfilled those require- 
ments — to the extent that the con- 
version project is costing the compa- 
ny 30 per cent more than originally 
estimated, 

Indeed, judging from the Appeal, a 
number of the procedural objections 
that the complainants have might just 
be laid at the feet of the Department 
of Environment. The decision to 
approve the cement company’s origi- 
nal application without ordering an 
environmental impact assessment 
was made by Alberta Environment in 
spite of expressions of public concern 
— concern that the Environmental 

Protection and Enhancement Act 
requires the Director to “consider any 
concerns in respect of the proposed 
activity that have been expressed by 
the public of which the Director is 
aware.’ 

Whatever the result of the Appeal, 
itis unlikely that Lehigh Inland 
Cement’s conversion from gas to coal 
will be prevented. The Board has 30 
days from the hearing to report and 
make a recommendation to the 
Environment Minister, who then has 
an unlimited amount of time to 
decide whether to act on that recom- 
mendation. Given our province's his- 
tory of putting economic well-being 
before environmental concerns, 
it's quite likely that Lehigh Inland 
Cement’s conversion will proceed rel- 
atively unimpeded. And let's face it: 
in the words of Dr. Kindzierski, 
pate is only part of the issue. 

ving knowledge may not take 
ie e fear factor.” Whether that’s 
a fear of environmental degradation, 
health damage or economic fallout,

“THE IDEA IS THAT YOU WILL BE 

different after you read this book. Changed per- 
manently,” reads a potentially life-altering dis- 
claimer in the introduction to Richard 
Metzger's Disinformation: The Interviews. “Um 
telling you now: I don’t fuck around,” he 
warns one last time before outlining the 
method for his intended mind-bender. 
Quoting none other than occult figurehead 
and so-called “wickedest man on earth ”, the 
late Aleister Crowley, Metzger writes, “I there- 
fore take ‘magical weapons,’ pen, ink and 
paper; I write forth ‘incantations’ — these sen- 
tences — in the ‘magical language.” 

Well, now who could resist that? 

But, just who is Richard Metzger and what 
is Disinformation you may ask? Metzger is an 
multi-media entrepeneur and Disinformation, 
more than just a book, is his vehicle, which has 
taken the form of a website (disinfo.com), pub- 
lished works, DVDs and a now-defunct telev- 
sion program, that provide an alternative 
forum on news, arts and culture. And, by 
alternative, I really mean alternative: the sub- 
jects interviewed in Metzger’s book include, 
among others, rock-PR-flack-tumed-integrat- 
ed-bio-systems-thinker Howard Bloom (who 
discusses our losing battle with bacteria), 
Media Virus author Douglas Rushkoff (on the 
crumbling of centralized power structures due 
to the advanced techno-literacy of the popu- 
lace), visionary painters such as Joe Coleman 
and Norbert Kox (on serial killers and the 
Catholic church, respectively) performance 
artists/ cultural agitators Genesis P-Orridge 
and Kembra Pfahler (the latter of whom 
sewed her vagina shut in a piece called 
“sewing circle”) and graphic artist Paul 
Laffoley (who creates interactive diagrams 
that enable the viewer to supposedly time 
travel). 


It’s understandable that you include 
thinkers such as Howard Bloom and 
Douglas Rushkoff in a discourse for social 
change; their ideas and hypotheses are rea- 
sonably argued. But do you ever consider the 
inclusion of some of the more “out there” 
subjects as a kind of cultural rubber-necking, 








taking a voyeuristic glance at society’s 
freaks? 

No. I think they all have sc ymething interest- 
ing and incredible to say and very often these 
people don’t have a forum. This book was 
culled from the production transcripts from a 
show that ran for two years in the UK. It was a 
network television show and it aired after 
Alley McBeal, as strange as that may seem. The

show was kind of like a punk rock 60 minutes. 
It was like a mind fuck... a midnight mind fuck 
television show. 


[In the book] Joe Coleman talks about 
kind of being a secular Catholic, which I 
guess could describe me as well. And as I 
read your introduction with the Crowley 
quote and all my superstitious baggage... 
Quite frankly it kind of freaked me out. 

Well, good! [laughs]. 


But, when you talk about “magick,” is that 
really any different from persuasion? 
Doesn't the Bible, for example, change peo- 
ple by convincing the reader that its particu- 
lar brand of theology is what is required to 
live one’s life? 

Is it any different from persuasion? Magick 
to me is a metaphor for looking at the universe 


as an alive place, somewhere you can use your 
personal energies to affect a situation. There i 

a quote from Genesis P-Orridge in the book 
and he’s talking about how to get the maxi 
mum pleasure out of things. I was 17 when I 
read that quote and it hada profound effect on 
me. It was like an epiphany because I started 
to realize that if you can reach a high leverage 
point in culture, like television, you can really 
make things be the way you want them to be 
you can influence it at least to a point where 
you and I right now are talking about thes¢ 
ideas. In that sense, persuasion is a large part 
of what magick is all about 


Then why do people like Crowley or the 
Church of Satan have to cloak every thing in 
the occult? Because when you actually read 
what they’re saying, all it really is is a kind of 
humanistic philosophy. You even write that 
Crowley ’s maxim, “Do as thou wilt shall be 
the whole of the law,” is about taking per- 
sonal responsibility for one’s actions. 

What I hope | am doing with this book is 
demystifying some of that stuff. [ think in the 
past it was always kind of this hush-hush kind 
of thing and there’s a reason for that too: it’s 
because people were killed for having such 
beliefs because it threatened people who were 
religious. So it’s no surprise that even today 
there is some theatricality that persists from 
that kind of thing. The Church of Satan was a 
wumanistic organization, [it’s founder] Anton 
_aVey was a carnival barker of the extreme, he 
was a showman. Marilyn Manson told me 
about going to his house and he said it was 
ike going into a wax museum. It was kind of 
campy and kind of goofy, and he had an act 
that he put on for people and it was all show- 
biz, just like Marilyn Manson’s act. It’s all 
show business and there is a real human being 
underneath it. In a sense, even if he didn’t 
believe in the literal existence of Satan — and 
he claimed that he didn’t — he was perform- 
ing magick because he was able to live the life 
that he wanted to lead. He was able to become 
a famous person, to meet people he wanted to 
meet and to make money without having a 
normal nine to five job. If you ask me that’s a 
pretty magical act. 





A lot of what is discussed in this book per- 
tains to the deconstruction of certain societal 
foundations, such as how religion and poli- 
tics are practiced. But, don’t you think we 
will always, instinctively, have a need fora 
higher spiritual order? That's why we create 
gods and it’s a need science will never satis- 

The fact is that people do have a yearning 
for some answers and science and secularism 
isn’t going to provide that, although I do think 
that there is an interesting place where physics

ingless today?” And he answers that it’s 


because these are truths that were handed 
down 2000 years ago may or may not have 
any relevance to life in the modern world 
There needs to be some new way to connect 
with the sacred. And to connect with God, that 
doesn't require the intermediary of a priest, 
especially with all the scandals that are going 
on. I mean who can take Catholic priests seri- 
ously; these guys are literally raping children. 
These things need to be pushed aside by ratio- 
nality. I think the world would be a lot better 
place if these belief systems were defanged. 


On the one hand, a lot of the philosophies 
expounded by some of the subjects in your 
book offer very hopeful, positive solutions 
for humankind’s future. On the other, there 
are some very terrible things happening that 
don’t look like they will change unless 
prompted by a cataclysmic chain of events. 

I think this is one of the most chaotic times 
in human history. | think that we could steer 
the ship of humanity through this sort of des- 
perate straight that we find ourselves in right 
now. But, the possibility of something really 
shitty happening is ever present. That's one of 
the things I’m pleased that my company can 
do — to present these fringe ideas. If these 
ideas are correct they will become more and 
more mainstream as time goes on. They need 
to form; they need a place where they can take 
seed and grow.

IF YOU HAVEN'T HEARD OF FUBAR, 
man, where the hell have you been 
all year? The rock-cellant head- 
banger mockumentary was the 
highlight of the summer, made 
Pilsner look kinda cool again, and 
had everyone exclaiming “give’r” at 
any opportunity. Compared to flicks 
like Spinal Tap and Wayne's World, 
FUBAR had audiences doubled over 
throughout its entirety. Plus, it was 
shot in Alberta. 

One of the best things that 
emerged from the movie is the band, 
Creep’r. Co-star / co-writer Paul 
Spence (lead vocalist / guitarist 
“Dean” in the movie) simply 
spewed out the name during a scene 
about his then-fictional band. He 
quickly reconsidered the joke, figur- 
ing that it was far too good to merely 
keep as a daydream for young girls. 

At this time, Paul was already an 





accomplished rocker starring as lead 
singer in Mentreal’s fantastic Lyle 
Sheraton & The Daylight Lovers 
(seek out their hot debut on 
Sympathy for the Record Industry) 
and Calgary sensations, The 
Infernos. To assemble Creep’r, he 
simply collected his former band- 
mates — Dave Anderson (bass), 
Michael Ciccaglioni (drums) — and 
added Craig Evans (guitar) from the 
English Teeth to the mix. Voila, 
Creep’r was made a reality. 

Aside from providing part of the 
score for FUBAR, the band also pro- 
vided four original tracks on the 
companion soundtrack (as well as 
the crazy hidden track). This past 
year, they indulged Canadian audi- 
ences with plenty of reason to shake 
their money-makers during heavy 
metal karaoke nights and other 
appearances. Their shows have been 
the type that make your head spin — 
it’s the kind of sweaty rock that 
other bands wish they could pump 
out. Energetic and driven, there are 
more hooks and high kicks than 


some bands have in their entire 
careers. 

When we all meet up at the band 
house to talk rock, the hot topic 
(aside from Middle Earth) is 
Creep’r’s name change-from 
Creeper to Creep’r (as in give’r). 
There’s another band that already 
has dibs on the other spelling. In all 
honesty, it doesn’t really matter 
since the band’s popularity is quick- 
ly gaining through word of mouth. 
And the kids sure have been talk- 
ing... actually screaming, to be more 
precise. 

Earlier this year, Creep’r opened 
for Sum 41 and all 4500 kids in the 
audience went berserk during their 
set. The word that Creep’r wasn’t a 
fictitious rock group in FUBAR 
quickly spread outside their home- 
town of Calgary and throughout the 
country. 

“Tt was pretty awesome,” says 
Paul, grinning about opening for 
Sum 41. “You're playing to a sea of 
screaming and yelling teenagers and 
then for a moment, you look over 
and meet eyes with a guy or girl, it 
doesn’t matter who it is, and they go 
‘waaaahhhh.’” 

“That guy’s looking at me,” jok- 
ingly wails Craig. i 

“The crowd was really going 
crazy and I think that’s when we 
knew — when we played the show — 
that’s when we knew that we were 
in.” 

“We were in,” underscores Mike, 
playfully feigning melodrama.

And they’re continuing to do it 
during this month while they tour 
across Canada (under Terry & Dean 
Present Creep’r).

The Messiah continues to provoke 
and challenge

CAN ANYTHING NEW BE SAID ABOUT 
the most well known, most often 
performed and most popularly 
loved piece of western classical 
sacred music that hasn’t already 
been stated? Well, if Maestro Bruce 
Pullan has his way, plenty more can 
still be said through the music. 

Pullan will be in Edmonton this 
weekend to conduct the Richard 
Eaton Singers, the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra and four 
soloists in the annual presentation of 
Messiah by George Frederic Handel. 
He has sung the work many times 
and has conducted it even more, 
including at least twenty-three sing- 
along performances. And, according 
to Pullan, different challenges are 
faced in those latter performances, 
one of which will be done here on 
Sunday afternoon. 

“The main thing is to maintain the 
integrity of the work, I think,” he 
explains. “It’s an incredible tribute to 
the work that it somehow maintains 
itself.” 

And there are so many different 
versions of the work. In the classical 
field there is the standard, modern- 
ized Baroque version; then there’s 
Mozart's re-orchestrated version, as 
well as Sir Thomas Beecham’s re- 
scoring for massive orchestra. Along 
with that are interpretations based 
on authentic period instruments 
(some of which Pullan has directed 
in England), not to mention jazz 
arrangements. There was even a 
synthesized version recorded a cou- 
ple of decades ago. 

Indeed, in no small part, the 
perennial success of the Messiah lies 
in the music’s very composition. _ 
Commenting further on expectant 
audience members who intend to 
sing along, Pullan notes that, 
“Handel always does what you 
expect, ina way. For those 


we 
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have good musical instincts and the 
score read what's in front of them 
and get it right. The piece is such a 
great piece that it really works under 
many different circumstances.” 

“The miracle is that every year 
singers and orchestras come to 
Messiah and they realize that this is 
the most popular work in the reper- 
toire for a very good reason. It’s just 
one of the great works, if not the 
greatest of all oratorios. You can 
marvel at the structure of the chorus- 
es and the kind of grandeur of the 
arias. Every single aria is a huge 
challenge for singers. They’re very 
difficult — all of them.” 

According to Pullan, interpreta- 
tions are not so much visions of the 
conductor as they are conversations 
between musicians. Directing an 
unfamiliar group is “like mooie a 
new friend. Each time we have that 
interaction as musicians, there is 
something special that happens. It’s 
the meeting that’s the important 
thing. The performance is a kind of 
reflection on how you and those 
people interact and get on together 
and share the music.” 

Pullan, who is originally from 
England, now makes his home in 
Vancouver, where he is the Director 
of the Choral Program and a voice. 
teacher at the University of British 
Columbia. As well, three of the four 
soloists are native Canadians. 
Soprano Linda Perillo was born here 
in Edmonton and has been 
acclaimed all over the country, 
North America and Europe. Alto 
Frances Jellard comes from Castor 
and has made a successful career in 
Europe where she now teaches 
singing at The Royal Academy of 
Dramatic Art in London. Tenor 
Robert Breault is from Wisconsin 
and serves as Associate Professor of 
Voice and Director of Opera at the 
University of Utah.

When it 
originally started up in 1992 as a hob- 
pyist recording facility for taping music 
by local musicians, it belied its future 
potential to distribute recordings by 
world-class musicians. During the

the company’s catalogue has produced 
a total of 50 discs and in 1993 cap- 
tured the Alberta Recording Industry 
Associations award for best classical 
recording. Following are three of the

Now & Then — Marnie Giesbrecht,

Marnie Giesbrecht enhances her 

selection and blend of organ works 
from the early Baroque period through 
the present by juxtaposing their pro- 
gramming on this disk. Twelve com- 
posers are represented, beginning with 
the late Renaissance masters Bernard 
Schmid the Elder and Elias Nicolaus 
Ammerbach, through Johann 
Sebastian Bach’s inspiration and muse 
Dietrich Buxtehude. Along the way are 
organ gems by Jan Pieterszoon 
Sweelinck, Domenico Scarlatti and 
Johannes Brahms (I didn’t know that 
he had written any organ works.). 
Modern works. by Petr Eben, Pamela 
Decker (her piece is a dark and brood- 
ing setting of the plainsong melody 
Victimae Paschal), as well as Canadian 
composers Gerhard Krapf and Jacobus 
Kloppers (in their selections, Bach’s 
influence clearly emerges in a some- 
what contemporary sound) are also 
wellrepresented. 


Bravato — Joachim Segger, Piano 
Pianist Joachim Seager's com- 
manding technical resources are high- 
lighted by the works chosen for this 
album. Beginning with the intensely 
dramatic bravura of Sonata No, 28 in A 
major, Op. 101 (Beethoven) then pro- 
gressing through the melancholy 
Three Intermezzi, Op. 117 (Johannes 
Brahms) and peaking with Alberto” 
Ginastera’s fiery and rhythmically chal- 
lenging Sonata No. 1, Op. 22, Segger 
clearly demonstrates the versatility of 
his musicianship and stylistic interpre- 
tative skills. Placing Felix 
Mendelssohn's lyrical Variations 
Serieuses, Op,.54 and Franz Josef 
Haydn's graceful Sonata in F, Hob. 
XV:23 towards the close of the pro- 
gramme proves to be somewhat anti- 
climactic following the intensely dra- 
matic music which precedes them. 
However, throughout the entire disc, 
the tonal and dynamic variation of the 
‘piano is brilliantly captured.

On the 
upside there’s a supportive commu and a low cost of 
living, but on the downside it’s almost impossible to 
make a living here as a fulltime musician—the city’s a bit 
too small and removed from the coastal record label 
strongholds. The result seems to be that musicians get 
hungry for the road when theyre in town, and can’t wait 
to get back once they’ve been gone for awhile. 

Corb Lund is a perfect example of this. Since his for- 
mer group, The Smalls, ended an 11-year run, he’s been 
all over the place. Along with drummer Brady 
Valgardson and Kurt Ciesla on upright bass, the Corb 
Lund Band has crisscrossed Canada, hit the southern 
U.S., and even made several appearances in England 
(“We've been touring like motherfuckers for months 
now,” is how he puts it). 

The band just finished playing the week-long Beyond 
Nashville Festival in the U.K, alongside artists like Lyle 
Lovett, Gillian Welch, Calexico, and Los Lobos. But, dur- 
ing a phone call back here, Lund clearly has home on his 
mind. “Is it cold there?” he asks. “I heard the Oilers were 
kickin’ ass ever since we left.” 

The very limited NHL coverage on the BBC is just one 
of the reasons he’s itching to get back home. The other is 
the most noble of cowboy diversions: poker. 

“T plan to do some more work on my game,” he says. 
“Edmonton actually has a really good poker scene. You 
can’t even get a game in Toronto or Montreal. In 
Vancouver there’s a couple, but Edmonton has like four 
all-night poker rooms that you can go to 24/7. Halifax 
has a casino, Regina has one — I've been to them — but 
they close at like, four. But, Edmonton has them all night, 
which meshes really good with a musician's schedule.” 

Lund adds he’s currently up about £240, so his poker 
buddies in Edmonton should be warned that he’s com- 
ing in hot. 

But all-night card games, drinking at your favourite 
pub, and getting reacquainted with old friends are the 
kinds of things anyone might look forward to upon 
returning home for the holidays. It’s the music and the 
unique culture it stems from that has the greatest pull for 
Lund. 

He explains that his prairie roots run deep. “Some of 
the first music I ever heard in my life were these old, old 
cowboy songs that predate recorded music. They were 
just sort of oral history songs that the cowboys would 
sing on the cattle drive around the campfires, and to each

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creative duo’s seventh collabora- 
tion, following in the heels of other 
fairy-story-influenced works like 
Snow White, Cinderella, Sleeping 
Beauty, The Frog Prince and 
Rumplestiltskin, 

While the tale is getting some 
pretty major upgrading content- 
and setting-wise (including a 
show-within-a-show postmodern 
twist), Butler is pleased with how 
well he and Unger have managed 
to keep the ethical core of the story 
intact. 

“The theme in the original is a 
warning about kids not being 
pious, in our version it’s about hay 
ing too much ambition. Karen (the 
story's heroine played by Ashleigh 
Ireland) takes a trip by herself to 
the big city where she gets lured 
down a shortcut through an alley. 

The shortcut leads to the arche- 
typically sleazy Johnny Chuckles 
(David Cormican), who promises 
her theatrical fame and fortune for 
price. She ends up stealing from 
her well-meaning if over-protectiv: 
grandmother (Crystal Hanson) to 
fund her debut in the life-sucking, 
dance-magic titular red shoes! 

“It’s about lies and thefts — uni- 
versal concerns — with a nice rec- 
onciliation. Like all musical theatr« 
it’s an opportunity to hit the-audi- 
ence in a way that words can’t 
access, where you feel it and 
process it viscerally and not only 
intellectually.” 

While looking forward to his 
annual Edmonton production, the 
18 performances in our province's 
fair capital is only the barest of 
beginnings for this show. 
Immediately after the January 5th 
close of this initial run, the cast, 
crew and a pared-down version of 
the snazzy painted / rotating sets 
(designed by Anne Gurney) launch 
themselves on a grueling 23-week- 
long tour visiting rural schools 
across Alberta and B.C. 

The idea is not only to bring a 
taste of musical theatre to 3,000 
Alberta students, but to give them 
a feel of the theatre world as a 
whole. 

“We use 16 students from each 
school in our production, eight as 
crew and eight as costumed 
actors,” says the 39-year-old the- 
atre professional, and son of the 15- 
year-old company’s original co- 
founder (Derril Butler). “It gives 
them a real hands-on experience 
and the kids really like it.” 

Playing to that many kids across 
so much territory poses some real 
structural challenges, including 
creating a show that has to hold 
onto its audiences from the first 
grade all the way to junior high. 

“You can’t play down to the 
kids,” Butler concludes. “They 
need real drama and a sophisticat- 
ed story. Yeah, you need some 
slapstick for the little ones, but you 
have to be writing up for the bigger 
ones too.” ’
